Disaster seems to he written large in the news of the 


Austrian defeat along the Piave. 
Unable to force his w ay further than the immediate 
vicinity of the west bank of the river and 
with 
bridges 
thrown across the stream swept a w ay by 
the 
swirling 
waters of the flood, pouring down from the mountains, 
the enemy began a precipitate retreat Saturday night. 
So 
hasty was his withdrawal that he left a great m a n y can­ 
non on the west bank of the Piave while his retreating in­ 
fantry columns are already being pressed by tilt * Italian 
iii detachments thrown over to the easterly side ot the 
stream. 
From the Montello plateau to southward to the Adii- 
atic comes the same story of the Austrian retreat. 
The 
Piave river formerly emptied into the sea quite near V e n ­ 
ice, hut in recent years its coure was changed to its pres­ 
ent location. 
In the first rush of the Austrian offensive 
the enemy succeeded in crossing the old rivet bed, which 
now is a canal. 
From these positions the foe has been 
driven and the Italians are relentlessly pressing the pur­ 
suit.
